Politi cal Schools 


Hon. Vincent Massey, president of the Liberal Federation of Canada, 
started something when he adopted an idea which has been in operation in 
Great Britain for a number of yeers and inaururated the Liberal Summer 
Conference held at Port Hope, Onta-io, in Septem*er. Ontario Conserva- 
tives quickly grasped the same idea and followed with a Conservative Sum- 
mer School at Newmarket. Neither of these gatherings were of a partizan 
character, nor were they held under the authority of the official party or- 
ganizations. They were round table conferences for the study and frank 
discussion of political, economic and social problems. No decisions were 
formally recorded, nor were resolutions adopted. 


Inasmuch as the Liberal Conference was a Dominion-wide gathering, 
while the Conservative School was an Ontario gathering, and further as the 
Liberal Conference had been promoted some considerable time in advance of 
its meeting, Mr. Massey was successful in securing the attendance not only 
of leaders in the political and economic life of Canada, but men of standing 
and influence in Great Britain and the United States, including Sir Herbert 
Samuel, leader of the British Liberal party, and Mr. Moley, the chief of the 
Roosevelt “brain trust.” The Liberal Conference, therefore may be regarded 
as an indication of the character of these gatherings. 


That conference was attended by many Conservatives and by supporters 
of the C.C.F., as well as by Liberals. Conservative views and Socialist views 
were just as freely expressed as Liberal views. As a matter of fact, the Liberal 
Conference and the Conservative School exchanged speakers, while men of 
Socialist views and leanings addressed both Conference and School. In a 
word, it was a coming together of men and women keenly interested in the 
current problems of the day as they affect Canada and the world of which 
Canada constitutes a part. They came together to study these problems, to 
obtain expert opinion in regard thereto, to examine and criticize suggested 
remedies and policies, and to frankly and freely exchange views thereon. 

It was a school of citizenship in the highest and truest sense designed 
to engage some of the best thought of the country in a searching analysis 
of existing conditions and of suggested remedies designed to overcome the 
weaknesses and evils existing in our economic life and social order, and the 
part which governments must take in removing such evils and promoting the 
continued onward march of civilization and a progressive betterment in. our 
whole standard of life and living. 


So successful indeed did these gatherings prove to be, that nothing |. 


but praise has been voiced by the press of Canada regardless of political 
affiliations. These conferences or schools are to. be continued next year, and 
the probability is that such gatherings will be organized to be held in differ- 
ent sections of the Dominion in order that an opportunity may be afforded 
to a much larger number of earnest citizens to attend and participate 
them. 

Equally important,—perhaps even more important, —is another aevelop- 
ment arising out of these initial gatherings, and that is the formation in 
many centres across Canada of Discussion Clubs in which men and women 
deeply interested in public questions and matters affecting the public welfare 
are meeting and giving earnest heed and study to such matters.

The inevitable result of stich Schools and Discussion Clubs must be to 
raise the tone of public discussion in Canada: Political platforms of the fu- 
ture will have to be drafted to be something more than mere vote-catching | 
devices; if they are not they will fail to impress and attract the voters. 
Members of Parliament and of the Legislatures will find it increasingly 
necessary to keep themselves well informed, fair and convincing in debate 
rather than merely concerned in gaining some party advantage. There will 
be a more general recognition of the fact that politics, after all, is not some- 
thing ignoble and to be shunned, but rather that politics is, in fact and 
reality, the science of government. ; 

It is to be hoped that this movement for a better educated, more en- 
lightened citizenship will spread far and wide throughout Canada; that it 
will be encouraged and promoted by all political parties and groups, and| 
that people of every variety and shade of political and economic thought 
will gather together in earnest study and frank but friendly discussion of 
what, in the final analysis, are the common concern of all, in which the in- 
terests of all are inextricably bound together.

Among the records are the por- 
traits of every known criminal who is 
regarded as likely to commit an of- 
fense. 

‘The picture gallery is but a small 
section of one of the most important 
departments at Scotland Yard, the 
criminal record office. 

The Yard does not depend upon the 
brilliancy of a ‘Sherlock Holmes” or 
two in the fold, but prides itself on 
its organization, one of the chief fac- 
tors of which is the reference depart- 
ment. This occupies the entire, space 
of one floor. 

In it can be found at a moment's 
notice the biographies of all convicted 
persons. Their histories can be traced 
through finger-prints, modus operan- 
di or photographs. 

In the picture gallery are many 
shelves containing volumes of photo- 
graphs. An elaborate system of fil- 
ing makes it possible for a clerk to 
place his finger immediately on a 
group of thieves who confine them- 
selves to some particular form of rob- 
bery. 

The policeman’s training tells him 
that the housebreaker seldom turns 
to fraud; the blackmailer does not at- 
tack women. 

Two photographs of a criminal, one 
of the full face and the other of the 
profile, with a hat on, are taken after 
he has been convicted and has gone 
to prison. In the case of a long term 
prisoner the photographs are taken 
shortly before he is discharged. 

It is not always easy for the au- 
thorities to, get a good portrait, and 
frequently a refractory prisoner is 
photographed through the peephole of 
his cell when he does not realize what 
is being done. 

These photographs are sent to the 
Yard, and many a man who has com- 


mitted a crime of which there was a’ 


witness has .been traced through 
them.

Are Found In Gland 

Dr. J. Bertram Collip told the 
southwest clinic at Kansas City, that 
in his laboratory at McGill Univer- 
sity, Montreal, he had extracted four 
hormones from secretions of the pit- 
uitary gland which have a direct re- 
lation to life and youthfulness. 

“It is too soon to say just what 


| the permanent effect may be on hu- 


mans,” the Montreal doctor said, “but 
the possibilities are revolutionary to 
say the least.” 

He said extracts have a stimulating 
effect on the thyroid suprarenal and 
sex glands. 

“For years it has been known that 
young children known ag cretins with 
under-active thyroid glands can be 
improved and made normal by eating 
thyroid extract,” he said. 

“We now have purified hormones 
from the pituitary glands of cattle to

Until the large volume of data 
gathered during the 13-month stay in 
the north had been studied it was 
impossible to state the result of their 
observations, Dr. Stagg said. Some 18 
months would be required before the 
data could be placed in publishable 
form.

The general public is urged to aid 
in this work by watching for bands 
on the legs of any birds that may 
come into their possession and to re- 
port the finding of such bands to the 
Commissioner, National Parks Serv- 
ice, giving the number on the band, 
the date on which the bird was taken, 
@s well as the locality, and whether 
the bird was killed, found dead, or 
captured alive. 

All official bands are of aluminium 
or copper and 4re inscribed with a 

~ serial number and with a letter desig- 
nation. There is reason to believe 
that each year, many bird bands are 
recovered, but for various reasons 
not reported to the Department. Re- 
cently, official bird bands recovered 
from wild birds have been found 
hanging on nails, strung together as 
necklaces used as toys by children, 
and, in many curious places in wil- 
derness and civilized surroundings. 

Bird banding may be carried on 
only under Dominion permit and 


none but official bands may be placed. 


on wild. birds. Full information as to 


the manner in which bird banding is’ 
being conducted will be gladly fur- | 


nished persons who are interested, 
upon application to the Commission- 
er, National Parks Service, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, Ottawa. 


No Money For Diamonds 


Dazzling Wealth In Gems Stored In 
Dealers’ Vaults 

London's diamond merchants have 
been hard hit by the economic de- 
pression. Diamonds to the value of 
$75,000,000 lie in the strong rooms 
cf the diamond dealers, but nobody 
has any money to buy them. 

One of the world’s leading diamond 
merchants disclosed this fact. 

“The bottom has simply fallen cut 
o fthe market,” he said. “The world 
depression hit.us hard enough when 
it first happened, People were panick- 
ed into not buying precious stones. 
But the original depression is nothing 
to the cyclone that has hit us now. 

“Ninety per cent. of the world’s 
dealings in diamonds is done in Lon- 
don, and 90 per cent. of the London 
dealers don’t know where their next 
deal is coming from. 

“Never in the history of the trade 
have the diamond dealers of London 
been so rich—on paper. And never 
have they been so poor. 

“In an average good year we sell 
something like $60,000,000 of stones 
in various branches of the trade. This 
year we shall be lucky if we sell $5,- 
000,000. 

“It is the case of a world monopoly, 
built up by years of untiring labor 
and astute management, discovering 
that the demand upon which it exist- 
ed disappeared almost inh a night. 

“Generations ago diamonds were 
found only in the fabulously wealthy 
mines of Isdian princes or in the 
otherwise barren lands around Kim- 
berly and the Rand. 

“The African mines were able not 
only to dominate the market, but in 
collaboration with the South African 
government were able to fix the price 
at which the stones were sold. Pro- 
duction was limited and prices fixed 
just as the central banks of the world 
stabilized the price of gold. 

“The world depression changed all 
that; people in Britain ceased to buy 
diamonds in large quantities soon af- 
ter the war. Now even the Americans 
no longer say it with diamonds. They 
can't afford it.”

Thousands Of Direction Calls Are 
. Answered Every Year 

An instance of the work done by 
Canadian government wireless sta-| 
ping is provided by the Chebucto 
Head direction-finding station at the 
entrance to Halifax harbor. A yearly 
average of 4,000 to 5,000 calls from 
ships off the coasts are answered by 
this station. Since its establishment 
in 1917. the number of wrecks along 
this section of the coast has greatly 
decreased. 

Located nine miles from Halifax, 
the Chebucto Head Station was erect- 
ed by the Department of Marine for 
the purpose of giving bearings to 
ships and handling commercial mes- 
sages. A staff of five maintains 24- 
hour service. 

Other stations are located at Sable 
Island, St. Paul, Canso, Yarmouth, 
Red Head, N.B., Cape Race, Nfid., 
and Father Point, Que. Operators are 
transfered at one or two year inte- 
vals. 


Canada’s Maple Trees 


Not Only Ornamental But Have 
Great Monetary Value 

The maple tree, the leaf of which 
is the national emblem of Canada, is 
not dnly a notably fine ornamental 
tree, but also has a unique monetary 
value apart from its value as lumber, 
for the production of maple syrup and 
maple sugar in Canada this year was 
1,262,315 gallons of syrup valued at 
$1,559,628, and 5,785,130 pounds of 
sugar with a value of $499,713, the 
combined value being $2,059,341. Most 
of the maple syrup.and maple su- 
gar produced in Canada comes from 
the Province of Quebec, with On- 
tario in second place. Small quanti- 
ties are produced in Nova Scotia and 
New’ Brunswick. These products are 
derived from millions of maple trees 
which are tapped in the month of} 
March each year.

There are 80 mahy angles from 
which to regard London that people 
are apt to overlook the fact that it is 
one of the greatest seaports in the 
world. Ships from every land con- 
verge On the Thames bringing car- 
goes of évery description for the use 
of the teemting millions of that c'ty 
and of the British Isles. The London 
docks are an amazing assembly of 
waréhousés . scattered many miles 


| along the river, and an interest’ng 


sidelight on the traffic of the port is 
given in the current number of the 
Port of London Authority Month'y, 
which is devoted to the doings of the 
commerce of the Thames. 

Dealing with drug warehouses, of 
which there are seventy-six acres of 
floor space, one may saunter throuch 
and note quantities of agar from 
Kobe or Yokohama. Belladonna from 
Puropean and other sources in bags, 
follows next. Buchu leaves from Cape 
Town. There are many cases of car- 
domons from India and Ceylon. Cas- 
cara sagrada, grown on the sides of 
canyons extending from the Rocky 
Mountains westwards to the Pacific, 
is shipped from Harbor Grace, Ta- 
coma and Seattle. Bombay cuttlefish 
bone is a frequent arrival. Ergot from 
Oporto and other sources is an every- 
day feature. Galis from Persia and 
China are to be seen in good quantity, 
as is hydrastic shipped from Seattle. 
Huge quantities of henna leaves from 
Port Sudan, Bombay and Tuticor‘n 
are on view. Insect flowers from 
Japan come in with almost each sh'p 
from that country. Jalap in bags, 
from Vera Cruz; juniper berries from 
Leghorn; kola nuts from West Indies; 
liquorice root and juice from Italy, 
Persia, Anatolia and many other 
sources. Nux vomica from Ccchin; 
orange peel from Tripoli and Valen- 
cia. 

A walk through the warehouses at 
the docks is a veritable tour of the 
world of drugs. Materia medica from 
every British colony and every corn- 
er of the earth are received here, han- 
dled by an experience staff end 
stored ready for dispatch to home 
consumers and to all parts of the 
world. An enormous amount of work, 
requiring special knowledge is involv- 
ed in the sampling and, grading of 
these articles. 

The recital leaves one dizzy, and we 
would suggest it might furnish an ex- 
cellent intelligence test for the long 
winter evenings to say where all 
these places are, and what the multi- 
tude of materials are used for.—St.

Wintering Roses 


Precautions To Be Taken To Protect 

Less Hardy Variety In Prairie 

Provinces 

The roses usually cultivated in 
Canada, may be divided into four 
groups so far ag hardiness is con- 
cerned, with rosa rugosa arid hybrids, 
Austrian briars, Provence or Cab- 
bage roses, Damask and Moss roses 
forming the hardiest group Hybrid 
perpetuals, or Hybrid Remontant, 
climbing roses of the many flowered 
kind and dwarf Polyantha roses are 
included in the second degree of har- 
diness, while hybrid tea and perne- 
tiana roses represent the third. The 
fourth degree of hardiness consists of 
tea roses. Roses of the first group 
need little winter protection in many 
parts of Canada: However, in the 
Prairie Provinces where the country 
is open, it is desirable to bend the 
roge bushes down, covering them with 
soil, and, where evergreen boughs can 
be obtained, to put some of these over 
them as well. More protection is 
necessary for hybrid perpetual, hy- 
brid tea and tea roses. One of the 
simplest methods is to earth them up 
six or eight inches or more in the fall. 
The base of the mound should be 
made broad as a greater protection 
for the roots. A light covering of 
straw, strawy manure or leaves he'd 
in position by evergreen boughs is of- 
ten desirable. This prevents sudden 
freezing and thawing which cause 
much damage to plants. Another 
method is to bend the bushes down 
covering them with a box filled with 
dry leaves and having a waterproof 
cover.

Over 12,000 In Manufacturing End 
Of Building 

At the Dominion Trades and La- 
bor Congress held at Windsor, Ont., 
Ernest Ingalls, of London, interna- 
tional organizer of the electricians, 
gave some impressive figures on the 
extent to which women are employed 
in the manufacturing end of the 
building industry. 

In June, 1931, on bureau of statis- 
tics figures, there were 12,202 women

Western Provinces Account For 


More Than Half Of Acreage 
In Canada Devoted To Oats 


The cultivation of oats is of more! 
recent date than that of wheat and 
barley. While the origin of the cul- 
tivation of wheat can be traced in 
all probability to a warm climate 
and that of rye to a cold climate,’ 
oats were found occupying an inter-, 
mediate position, It is not possible 
to find any record of their use by 
the ancient peoples of Egypt, Pales- 
tine, Greece, Rome, India or China. 
Probably oats were cultivated at an 
early date by people who inhabited 
east-central Europe, and some his- 
torians point more definitely to Tar- 
tary in Western Asia as the probable 
placg of their first cultivation. Oats 
were less important than wheat, bar- 
ley or rye in the early development 
of southern Europe, but came into 
much greater use with the civiliza- 
tion and expansion of the central and 
northern (temperate) portions of the 
continent. The crop, being particular- 
ly suited to the cool, moist climate, 
became a leading cereal. 


Having many other uses besides 
that of food for man, the oats crop 
has continually expanded in natural 
sequence of crop cultivation. At first 
only such crops were grown as would 
serve for human food and natural 
meadows provided sufficient forage 
for domestic animals. With increas- 
ing population more and more ground 
was devoted to the production of ce- 
reals for human consumption. The 
value of land rose and natural pas- 
tures were broken up. Other crops 
were grown as food for livestock, and 
thus the use of fodder crops, like 
oats, has become an increasingly im- 
portant part of husbandry, especially 
in temperate regions. 

On the basis of acreage and ton- 
nage produced, oats rank second only 
to wheat. In 1932 the acreage of 
wheat in North America was 82,400,- 
000 acres and yielded 1,164,000,000 
bushels, while in Europe, excluding 
Russia, 85,900,000 acres produced 1,- 
485,000,000 bushels. Oats sown in 
Europe on 54,300,000 acres yielded 
1,658,000,000 bushels and in North 
America from 42,200,000 acres 1,828,- 
000,000 bushels were produced. This 
made 2,649,000,000 bushels of wheat 
from 168,300,000 acres and 3,486,000,- 
000 bushels of oats from 96,500,000 
acres. In Canada oats weighs thirty- 
four pounds to the bushel and wheat 
sixty pounds. The United States bush- 
el of oats is thirty-two pounds. 

While the area sown to oats is con- 
siderably less than the area sown to 
wheat in North America and Europe, 
production of oats, in bushels, ex- 
ceeds that of wheat by about 800,- 
000,000 bushels due to higher: yields 
per acre. On a tonnage basis, of 
course, the production of wheat ex- 
ceeds that of oats by a considerable 
margin. 

Oats are produced over a wide area 
but heaviest production is found in the 
middle western areas of the United 
States, Canada, the United Kingdom, 
Germany, France and Russia. These 


five per cent. of world poduction of 
oats. 

The nature of the disposition of the 
world production of oats is indicated 
by the fact that although world pro- 
duction amounts to about 4,500,000,- 
000 bushels, world trade in oats 
amounts to only about 100,000,000 
bushels; or slightly over two per 
cent of production. Therefore, the 
great bulk of world production of 
oats is consumed at or near areas of 
production. 

The chief use of oats is as a ‘feed 
fo livestock. Oats are the standard 
feed grain for horse and, alone or in 
combination with other grains, are 
used as a feed for cattle, sheep, hogs | 
and poultry. In spite of a high per- | 


| centage fibre content, oats are rela- 


tively high in protein and fat. Oats 
rank with wheat in protein content 
and are higher than wheat and bar- 
ley in fat content. 

The area sown to oats in Canada 
in 1932 amounted to 13,148,000 ecres 
compared with an area of 27,182,100 
acres sown to wheat; 3,757,000 acres 
sown to barley and 773,800 acres 
sown to rye. In other words, of the 
total area sown to the four leading 
cereal cops 29.3 per cent. was sown to 
Oats. 

According to the estimate of 1932 
cereal production, production of oats 


|in Canada amounted to 391,561,000 


bushels compared with wheat produc- 
tion of 428,514,000 bushels, barley 
production of 80,773,000 bushels and 
rye production of 8,938,000 bushels. 
Converting the foregoing production 
figures to a tonnage basis, total pro- 
duction of the four cereals amounted 
to 21,700,464 tons of which 6,656,500 
tons or 30.7 per cent of 
oats. 

Reports to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics show 33.8 per cent. of 
1932 acreage sown to oats in Sas- 
katchewan, 20.6 per cent. in Alberta 
and 11.2 per cent. in Manitoba. The 
prairie provinces accounted for 65.1 
per cent. of the total Canadian acre 
age devoted to oats in 1932. Ontario 
and Quebec had 17.8 and 13.1 per 
cent. respectively. The balance 4.0 per 
cent. was distributed among the 
Maritime provinces and British Col- 
um bia. 

It is noted that there is a tendency 
toward decreased consumption of

| oats in Canada in recent years. Many 
| causes have contributed 


One of the 
most important factors in the decline 
has been the introduction of power 


machinery in western Canada. During 
the years 1924 to 1928 or 1929, the 
tractor displaced the horse to a con- 
siderable extent especially in regions 
where oats are not considered a favor- 
able crop. The tractor not only dis- 
placed the horse from the farm, but 
in many cases relegated the horse to 
a pasture diet. It is probable that the 
number of horses resident in cities 
has also decreased in recent years 
owing to the mechanization of deliv- 
ery systems. Further, the use of oats 
in Canada has, no doubt, been affect- 
ed by the increase of feeding of bar- 
ley to livestock in efforts to promote 
the use of barley as a feeding grain. 

During the past seven years the 
United Kingdom has imported an 
average of 23.4 million bushels of 
oats per year. ‘The Canadian share 
of this trade may be estimated at 
about 4.6 million bushels or slightly 
over 20 per cent. of total imports in- 
to the United Kingdom. During the 
past seven years, Canadian exports 
of oats have averaged 11.1 million 
bushels per year. Consequently wit 
would appear that the United King- 
dom has absorbed slightly over 40 
per cent. of total Canadian exports 
of oats during the seven years. 


Annual Loss Is Heavy 


Destruction By Rabbits In Australia 
Equals National Debt 

Pointing out that Australia is now 
conducting its annual campaign to 
exterminate rabbits, Vice-Consul R. 
H. Hunt calls attention to the havoc 
wrought in the Commonwealth by 
this prolific pest. 

It is estimated, he points out, that 
the destruction caused by the rabbit 
amounts to between 20 and 40 million 
pounds sterling annually, a sum about 
equal to the country’s national debt. 

Not only is the loss computed on 
the damage done to crops, but on the 
reduced carrying capacity of the land, 
the loss of stock in drought years 
caused by the rabbits eating out the 
native herbage and bush which nor- 
mally would be sustaining for stock, 
and the loss of water in dams and 
other conserves through banks weak- 
ened by burrows. 

So destructive have rabbits bcen 
in parts of Central Australia that 
they have destroyed the native her- 
bage, causing large areas to become 
windswept wastes. 

A fairly substatial export trade in 
furs and carcasses has been devel- 
oped, the report shows. During the 
fiscal years 1931-32 exports from tic 
Commonwealth amounted to 7,892,000 
pairs, valued at $2,230,000 and 7,863,- 
000 pounds of skins, worth $2,378,- 
000.

Daughter of an ex-soldier and only 
child, she was brought up like a boy. 


17 was graduated as a teacher and 
went to Poland as governess to the 
children of Princess Lubienska. Revo- 
lution broke out there in 1863. The 
Lubiensky castle was surrounded and 
the prince, fearing capture, fled one 
night after entrusting his family to 
Antoinette Lix. 

Learning that the revolutionaries 
Were preparing an attack on General 
Boneza, she donned a soldier’s uni- 
form, leaped on a horse and arrived 
at the Polish camp. She was just in 


time. Galvanizing the men, she led] 


them into action. 

Thus Antoinette Lix, a maid from 
the Vosges, became known as “Dark 
Michael,” lieutenant of Uhlans. 

Her native country refused to take 
Antoinette in the army, but made 
her post mistress at Lamarche, Vos- 
ges, a job she held at the outbreak 
of the Franco-Prussian war. Once 
more refuséd by the army, she organ- 
ized a corps of sharpshooters and 
fought the victorious Germans with 
such bravery and resourcefulness that 
she was honored, for the second time 
in her life, with the grade of lieu- 
tenant. 

Broken-hearted because of the loss 
to the enemy of her native province 
and defeat of her fatherland, she re- 
tired after the war to the Parisian 
convent, where she died in 1909.

Progress Of Chinese Girls 


Great Advancement Noted By Princi- 
pal Of Canton School 

Miss Gertrude Bendelack, principal 
of St. Hilda’s School in Canton, 
China, has been a visitor in Edmon- 
ton. Miss Bendelack in 1909 went to 
St. Stephen’s College in Hong Kong, 
China’s first girls’ school. At that 
time girls were put in their covered 
rickshaws inside their own homes and 
were lifted out again only after they 
were within the school walls. 

St. Hilda’s was opened by Miss 
Bendelack in 1916. Last year one of 
her students completed medical work 
at Lyons, France; and another, who 
is head of a very large school in Hong 
Kong, bas just gone back from 
America where she took an honors 
course. Many native girls from the 
school have trained as nurses in the 
government hospital at Hong Kong. 

Miss Bendelack had the experience 
last year of crossing the Pacific with 
Pearl Buck, author of “Good Earth.” 
Asked the attitude of the Chinese 
people toward the book, Miss Bende- 
lack said they resented it, because, 
while the cross-section of Chinese so- 
ciety which it describes does exist, it 
is in a remote part of the country and 
does not reflect Chinese life in gener- 
al 


It is a mistake to think that foot 
binding no longer exists in China, 
according to Miss Bendelack. Visiting 
in south inland China only very re- 
cently she told her interviewer that 
in the evenings she could hear the 
cries of little girls as their feet were 
unbound for the night. It is only in 
the treaty ports and where missions 
are established that the custom has 
been abolished. Miss Bendelack is 
fond of her Chinese pupils. She finds 
them eager students.

Compieting -hig. are and last 
round trip e Atlantic this 
summer, V, C. ¥ , 
sistant Professor of Ornithology at 
McGill University, arrived back in 
Montreal recently in the Cunard I'ner 
“Ascania,” from Southampton and 
Havre. These voyages were under- 
taken solely for the purpose of the 
study of sea-birds and their habits. ~ 

In a statement to the press, Mr. 
Wynne-Kdwards said: “I have just 
completed the last of my four round 
trips in the “Ascania” for the pur- 
pose of studying the habits of the 


.| birds which live far out to sea. These 


birds are a well-defined group and 
do not come to land except to breed, 
so that one is obliged to go to sea to 
see them at other seasons of the year. 
A few of those present on the North 
Atlantic in summer breed only in the 
southern ocean, and unless one was 
prepared to make a long journey in 
a specially chartered ship to Tristan 
da Cunha or Kerguelen or some 
others of the remote southern islands, 
one would never see them at all. 


“It is because they are difficult to 
get at that comparatively little ‘is 
known $f their habits. An ornitholo- 
gist living on shore spends his spare 
afternoons and holidays searching for 
and observing the birds of his own 
district, and gradually he finds out 
the details of their ways, their com- 
ings and goings, until at last he can 
piece together his observations like 
a jig-saw into a complete picture of 
the local .bird-life. Up to the present 
no one has done the same for ocean 
birds in any part of the world, with 
the result that there is a gap in our 
knowledge. A certain number of peo- 
ple interested in birds have, of course, 
made single voyages in all parts of 
the world, and recorded their results. 
But in this way knowledge accumu- 
lates very slowly, and it has been my 
idea to apply the homely method of 
bird-watching week by week along 
the same familiar route, just as I 
should-do in my own district ashore, 
in order to hurry up and co-ordinate 
the observations in this particularly 
interesting but rather inaccessible 
field of ornithology. 

“Naturally. a great deal of what I 
have learnt is rather intangible. It is 
not easy to express it in a few words. 
One of the most important additions 
to knowledge, however, concerns the 
migration of these oceanic birds, and 
also of some others which, though not 
truly oceanic and unable to live inde- 
finitely at sea, use the ocean as a 
highway in their migrations between 
Arctic breeding-grounds and winter 

uarters in the far south. The Arctic 

‘ern, for instance, a bird allied to 
the gulls but smaller and with more 
graceful buoyant flight, sometimes 
called a sea-swallow, breeds on the 
Canadian Arctic islands, in Green- 
land and elsewhere within the Arc- 
tic circle.

The mine that Nature dug—a cave 
lined with gold ore—has been discov- 
ered. 

George Forges, bewhiskered pros- 
pector, of Nevada, stumbled upon it. 

It lies in the hills between Painted 
Hills and Sand Springs. Thousands of 
tons of gold ore lie on the cave's floor, 
it is said. 

Half a century ago Hank Knight, 
mystery man of the desert, sank a 
shaft 50 feet deep into a volcanic 
vent and. in following a streak of 
ore broke into a cave. But Knight 
died and with him went the secrct of 
the mine’s location.

New Settlement Scheme 


Two Governments Have Received 

Proposal To Guide Colonization 

An ambitious settlement scheme 
which, if adopted, would divide huge 
tracts of land in Canada into small 
farms, occupied by immigrants from 
Great Britain, has been advanced by 
Brigadier-General Hornby, of Alber- 
ta. , 

General Hornby has placed his 
“British Settlement in Canada” 
scheme before the two governments 
concerned. 

The scheme, briefly calls on the 
British Government to purchase 
tracts in blocks of five and ten thou- 
sand acres in the different provinces 
of Canada, principally in the West. 
These blocks will be divided into 
small farms of fifty and 100 acres, on 
which selected immigrants from vari- 
ous communities in Britain will be 
placed and trained in mixed farming, 
for five years. During that time, in 
addition to his training each immi- 
grant will also receive remurcration 
for his services from the sale of a 
portion of the product he ral3es on 
his allotted acreage. At the end of 
the five-year term those who have 
made good as farmers will he permit- 
ted to remain in Canada unc to pur- 
chase land in any one of the pro- 
vinces.

Radio Burglar Alarm 


Device Made By Japanese Firm Is 
Also Advertising Novelty 

A novel burglar alarm which may 
also be used as an advertising device 
is claimed to have been developed by 
a Japanese firm, according to Assist- 
ant Trade Commissioner Donald W.

The device 
does not operate from the electric 
current supply and it is claimed that 
it never fails to function.
